PLON-PLON, SON AND EMPRESS,

Prince Plon-Plon’s quarrel with his son again
miakes him the laughivg-stock of merenrial
sris,  As the heie to a politieal and dy-
nastic inheritance which has been  irretriey-
ably lost, he is at all times o grotesigue g e,
and his fatuous propeusity  for what is mala-
droit in speech and indiserect in action tends to
render his unfortunate plight vidieulous,  Sinee
the death of the Prince hupervial he has been at
onee the butt and the despair of the tatterde-
walion Bonaparte canse. He conld seareely
wiil 1o put erape on his arm belore exposing
himsell to ribald jests,  One of his carlicst acts
after receiving the fatal news of the Prinee’s
trgie death in the Zulu bosh was to send a
seceret  emissary to M, Gambetta, who wis then
at the zenith of political fame, with instractions
to deliver this message: * Now is your time (o
cast in your lot with me.” The great tribune at
first suspected that the messeoger was de-
mented, and then repeatild the invitation to his
fricnds as oue of 'iinee Jerome Nipoleou's
clumsy jests, But Purisin langhing over it
knew that Prince Plon-Plon was never more
gerious in his life than when he sent that pre-
posterons summons to M. Gumbetta,  The
manifesto which was placarded in the bonle-
virds a Jyear ago was not more absurd than
Louis Napoleon's circulars and addresses ot
Strasbnrg and  Boulogne, yet the aathor was
derided in  Paris, wud the Ministry were ridi-
culed for clapping him into the Conciergerie,
The fend which has broken ont in his own
houschold will be received with sucers and
smiles by the quick-witted Freneh  publie,
which has come to regurd the fortunes of the
Napoleonic pretender only as a study for a bur
lesque,

This fuwily fend bas resulted in o rupture

of friendly relations between Prince Jerome
Napoleon and his son, Prince Victor. The
father had become alarmed by the ron's fond-
neas for politics, and  had advised him to make
a long jonrney, to see America and the Enst,
and not to take mueh notice of what was going
on in Frauce. Prineo Vicior hasrefused to
follow his father's advice, and being threatened
with disinberitance, has asserted his independ-
ence and separated himself from the paternal
houschold, Father and son are now living
apart, and the youthful rebel is comforted and
enstained by bank ehecks and  promises from
the dethroned Empress of France and Fasghion.
e has reecived the assarance of a steady in-
eome from the widow of Napoleon 111, and is
enconraged by her to disregard his father's
advice and to persevere in his politieal studies
rather than to go gadding about the world.
She has also agreed to make him her heir, anil
to leave lim the greater part of hier fortune in
consideration of his rank and standing as sue-
cossor to the Privee Imperinl. The Empress's
pique has survived all the vicissitudes of her
strange fortune, She never liked Prinee Jer-
ome Napoleon, even in the palmiest days of
the Second Empire when Napoleon 111 wis
most strongly entrenched in power. She nsed
to intrigne against him then and  was always
ready to make him the langhing-stock of thoe
Court; aud it may be that in her last days of
lonelineas and departed state it aftords her mel-
ancholy satisfaction to gratify her old feeling of
dislike for King Jerome's son and her hus-
band's rival, by siding with Prince Victor
against hia father,

It was in the Empress's circle that the fulse
reports of Prinee Jerome Napoleon's cownrdior
in the Crimea were first cireulated, and that he
was ridienled for nsking the JEmperor whether
he shonld accept the Duke A’ Anmale's challenge
ton duel, 8he wus eredited with the canstie
saying “I1f a bullet is ever found in our cous-
in's body, it will be becanse he has swiallowed
it.”  Her displeasure was evineed so plainly
after his indisereet speech nt Ajaceio that he
resigned every office which he held, and went
to kea in his yacht. e had gone to the Tuoi-
leries with o pleasantry on his lips: “ Fair
consin, [ bring vou my head™; and she had
contemptuonsly asked in reply: *Can I be
expected to put brains into it 1" e was never
a favorite at the Tuileries, althongh Napoleon
11, sometimes  followed  his adviee and found
it convenient to make his hospitality of use at
the Pulais Royal. His attitude after the over-
throw of the Empire was equivocal,  Seareely
had the smoke lifted from the battlefield of
Sedan before he hnd  begun to intrigue for the
organization of an Inperialist party devoted to
himself. The Enpress has always distrastedl
anid disliked him, and probably aseribes the
low estate and  barren prosgpeets of  the Boua-
partists at this time to the sinister inflnenees of
his leadership. By enconraging Prinee Vietor
to disobey and defy his father she not only
gratifies prejudices of long standing, but pro-
viles horself swith an heiv for what  remaing of
the Chisleharst fortune,  As for the Prince, he
knows that his bivthrizht eannot be taken away,
and prefers the Empresss mess of pottage to Lis
futher's hlessing.

THE CROICE OF THE GREENBACKERS,
The Greenbaekers have nominated General
Rutler for the Presideney, after o sove strnggle,
Having made the nomination, a good many of
them appear to be looking at one another in a
frightencd way, like small boys who reabize
their own nanghtiness, and as who should say :
CWell! Now we have gone and done 1t !" For
the nomination is not pléasiog te many wmem-
bers of the organization, who, singularly enough,
do not repose implicit confidenee in the sin-
cerity of General Dutler,  Bat if the nomini-
{ion is uot all that fancy painted it, no one can
deny that the platfomn is just perfectly lovely.
It is a peenlingity of fifth-wheel parties like the
Greenbackers that they always insist on having
the largest sized platforms that ean b pro-
enred.  They will never deny themselves ehieap
Jusiries of that kind, and they take almost a8
miueh pleasure in gloating over the long reso-
Tutions as though the platform possessed political
significance.  Another peenbarity of this Kind
of party consists in the tremendons altitude of
their moral and intellectual superiority to the
peal purties.  They look down upon the latter
with o fine scorn, and from their dizzy heights

Certainly the So-
preme Court has done move than ever was done
before to give Detitions vitality to the finaneial
horesies of which the Greenbackers are the sele
expuneints, and it is to bo vegretied, Wt the
signiticance of the garty is uot inereased by the
cirenmstanee, and the chief havm doue by it
consists in the reinforeement of
lusions whieli it presents,

“THE Bl1G DIVIDE"

War upon American {ndustry having failed,
a Democratic Congress naturally turns next to
war npon the Treasury, This ghould excite no
gurprise.

@ ight have stolen, by Heaven, sir, Lam aston-
4 ished at my moderation,” The bill takes only
thirteen millions or so. That, however, ir in the
chrysalis stage of House proceedings ; those who
have watehed the development of this apeeies
know that, Af it lives to burst its shell and
emerge from the Senate, the ereature will have
abig body and broadly spreading wings. In
fuet, if it takes thirteen millions to bay up the
Honse, it onght to take five or six millions more
to catisfy the Senate, and so the bill can hardly
be expected to becoma a law unless it expands
to cighteen or nineteen millions,  The innocent
ontside publie foolishly imagines that it may
be more difenlt to pass n big stenl than a little
ane—more shocking to the vivtue of Congress-

When, in the eonfusion and turmoil of
the outhreak of our eivil war, the supply of the
Federa! armics beeame the subject of gross
franids, anid unserupulous contractors enviched
themselves in the basest way at the expense of
the patriots in the field, the British press, con-
veniently forgetting the commissariat seamdals
of the Crimean war, disenssed onr tronbles as if
conviaeed that original sinand total depravity
were invented by the ® Yankees,” aml had re-
cvived a hothonse cultivation among them while
all the reat of the world was enjoying a millen-
wial immnnity from wrong-tdoing.
